Rutgers Coach Declares Sounth-
erners’ Famous Shift Is
Tllegal,

“In spite of ita comparatively mediocre
defence the Georgin Tech football team
should defeat thoe Penn EBtate eleven,”
doclared Feeter Sanford yesterday In &
discussien of the styles nd relative
merits and strength o, the ivals who
ava to mest at the Polo Grounds to-
merrow. ‘The Rutgers team, which Is
<oiched by the old Yale etar, got a neat
heating from Georgla Tech down at At-
lanta last Saturday, 48 to 14, and to
Sanford was afforded a splendld opportu-
tity to disasct cmethod and strategy
of the Yellow Jackets, %

“A good desl depends on whether the
officlals will permit Geergin Tech to use
its fpmous shift and apother play which
£ have in mind" continued Sanford.”
“There is no guestlon that the shift is
{egnl. The men are in fill motlon when
thn bull Iy spapped nto slay, True, they
hzve both feet on the ground, but that
Loeq not mean that thoy comply with tha
rules and the Interpretation #s made

Fitsburgh game laat year, and he put
Lig stamp of approval on the shift. In
view of the Interpretatlon made last
month Le may change hls mind about
that play. But I doubt it

Georgla Tech had the hetter team and
certatnly deserved to win, But I would
like to get the rules committes lo study
oul this shift and become convineed that
It I8 rot real football,

“I hear that Penn Stata has a wons
derful ling and a well developed attack.
However, these will not win for it unless
it can keep the ballabout six-tenths of
the time. If Coorgla Toech. is able to
Leep the bhall in play 456 per cent. of the
time it will win by o i argin.
